» Bans which have been in effect since last year on con­ 
struction in the southeast area of the city will be lifted 
March 1, the city council decided Tuesday night.

The council voted to ease the restrictions on that date 
after they were told bids for construction of a new water 
system to serve the area
would be received by the city 
on Feb. (i.

The territory now under 
building restrictions has been 
served by Narbonne Ranch 
Water Co. No. 3, a mutual 
firm, and the bans were im­ 
posed by the council when it 
was indicated that inadequate 
water pressure was creating 
critical fire and health haz­ 
ards.

TUESDAY'S ACTION will 
have no effect on - a similar 
prohibition in effect, for the 
area now served by Narbonne 
Ranch Water Co. No. 2, which 
recently voted to annex to 
the county water system. In 
addition to the city ban, this 
area has been placed under 
restrictions by the California 
Public Utilities Commission.

In other action, the council 
deferred a decision on sug­ 
gestions that sites to be used 
by the Los Angeles Welfare 
Council and the Torrance 
YMCA be made available on 
the Civic Center.
